This proposal is net intcinhocl to be all inclusive or binding 
in any of its various phases, bur. only is a guide for the 
suggested action. You are oncoui'agcd to subrait rocoEuaendaticaa 
relating to revisions or innovations of the proposal. 



1. The operation would be effected through close 
coordination on a high level with the Oakland or San Francisco 
Police Department. 



2. Xerox copies of true documents, documents subtly 
Incorporating falsa infor’-.otion, and entirely fabricated doctm^at 
V/ould be periodically artonymously ma.iled to the residence cl i 
key Panther leader i The;-o documents would bo on the statioi-cry 

.and in the form used by the police department or by the FBI lo 
disseminating information to the po.lico. FBI documents, whsa 
jused, would contain police routing or date received notaticas, 
'clearly indicating they had been pilfered from police files, 

3 . An attempt would bo made to give the Panther 
recipient the impression the docur.u?nts were stolen from police 
files by a disgruntled police enployeo sjTEpathctic to the 
Panthers. After initial mailings, brief notes by tiio allece: 
iisgruntlcd employee would be inc3.udcd 7/ith the nailed doctimraas 
These notes would indicate the nofcivo and sympathy of the pclice 
employee, his bitterness r.2alast bis dnoartment. and Dossiblr 
I request for rcona

>r other suitable "drop" address for the use of the alleged 
iisgruntled employee to receive resnonae^rji^f undSf— Aira/or 
tpe ofira tions relating to the documents from tho Panther s. 
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• B. Although the operation may not require inclusi;-a 

ot a live source to represent the disgruntled employee, cirm- 
stancca might warrant the use ol such a source for iace-to-iic5 
meetings v/ith the Panthers. During early stages of the operaiion, 
an effort should be made to locate and brief a suitable police 
employee to play the role of the alleged disgruntled employes. 

6. A v/ide variety of a3.Toged authentic police or 
FBI material could bo carefully Gcicccod or prepared for 
furnishing to the Panthers. Reixirts, blind memoranda, LlEis, 
and other alleged police oi: FBI documents could be prepared 
pinpointing Paiithcrs as police or FBI informants; ridiculimj 
or discrediting Panther leaders through their ineptness or 
personal escapades; espousing personal philosophies and prorciiag 
factionalism among BPP members; indicating electronic coveri^e 
where noiE exists; outlining fictitious plans for police raids 
or otJier countoi’actions ; revealing misuse or misappropriatr:a 
of Panther funds; pointing out instances of political disori=a— 
tation; etc. The nature of the disruptive naterir.l and disia- 
formation "loahcd" would on3.y be limited by the collection 

ability of. your .-.sources and the need -to« insure, the protectica. 

of their security. . - • . — 

Effective implementation of this proposal logicallT 
could not help but disrupt and confuse Panther activities. 

Even if they were to suspect FBI or police involvement, they 
would be unable to ignore factual material brought to their 

attention through, this channel. The ..operation, would afford. 

us a continuing means to furnish the Panther leadership true 
information v/hich is to our interest that they know and 
disinformation v.'hich. In their interest, they may not ignore. 

Although this proposal is a relatively simple 
technique, it has been applied w’ith exceptional results, in 
another area of intelligence Interest where the target was cf 
far greater sophistication. The Bureau bolicv-es with careiai 
planning this technique has excellent long-range potential 
to disrupt and curtail Panther activity. 
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• San Francisco is roquosted to submit comments and/or 

recommendations relating to the implementation of this proposal.
